SOUTHAMPTON, Aug: 23: (Associated 
Press). —In holiday attire, with flags fly- 
ing ang’ bunting waving, the giant liner 
Beérengarie, with the Prince of Wales on 
board, sailed for the United States at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon. 

The. quays were. lined with large 
crowds’ of townspeople,..who waved .en- 
thustastic: farewells to. the departing 
vessel; but theré was.no response /from 
the royal Quarters, where it was said 
the Prince was sleeping peacefully, hav- 
ing gone to bed for a much-needed rest 
immediately after he went on board at 
four o'clock this: morning. 

The... Prince: outwitted those intending 
to give ‘him a ceremonious send-off ‘by 
slipping quietly aboard the vessel early. 
this morning. . 

Determined that there should. be as 
littlé ceremony. as possible in connection 
with his semi-official visit to America, 
his Royal Highness late last night sped 
quietly ‘Out of London by” automobile, 
crossed the channel to the Isle of Wight, 
about twenty miles from here, spent 
scme hours there and then returned and 
boarded the Berengaria . without’. being 
noticed and immediately, went to bed:

, AMBULANCES FAST HERE, © 


Average Time for Response to a Call 
is Eight Minutes. 


Eight’ minutes from the tithe any one 
in New York City is injured or stricken 
with illness requiring emergency atten- 
tion an: ambulance fs on its way to pro- 
vide the- necessary relief, according to 
a ‘report made public yesterday by the 
United Hospital. Fund. This eight min- 
utes (often, a lesser_period) covers the 
time from the reception of the call until 
the ambulance, with its medical staff, is 
responding at full speed. 

Approximiately 42,000 persons have 


been attended im the last year by ambu- 
lances dispatched ‘from institutions as- 
sisted-by the fund. A total of more than 

,000 calls were answered from all of 
New York's hospitals that provide am- 
bulance service. 

The assification . of conditions. for 
which ambulance calls were made shows 
that’ under the neeuins of disease more 
persons were treated for acute alcohol- 
ism. than. for any other cause. Then 


came insanity. and pneumonia. In the} 


lary colunin’ cases. of. lacerations ‘led,

Forty «general hospitals maintain. a‘ 
hundred : public ambulances engaged. in 
city-wide,-service, bx those _ hospi 
thirteen fare located in Manhattan an 
the Bronx, but Brooklyn. leads. with 
eighteen. Queens ‘es six and Richmond 
three... Lincoln and New York Hospitals 
have the largest individual service, each 
institution maintaining five ambulances.

The municipal hos 
pitals. of Manhattan and. the Bronx 
maintain 38 r cent, of the ambulances 
service and Brooklyn 22 per cent. 
larger proportion of the ambulances in 
the five boroughs are supported by pri- 
vate institutions.

Washington Next May. 


The sixth .Quinquennial Convention of 
the. International Council of Women 
will be held in Washington, D. C., May 
4 to 14, 1925, Mrs. Philip North Moore, 
President of _the National Council of 
Women of the United States, announced 
yesterday.. The American. committees 
will start immediately to prepare for the 
entertainment of what is expected to 
be the largest and most important gath- 
éring of women ever held. 

It: was- originally planned by, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Council,. which 
met recently in Copenhagen, to hold 
next year’s convention in Vienna, as the 
high rates.of exchange in many of the 
smaller countriés' would make the ex~- 
panes of their representatives unduly 

urdensome. However; the cooperation 
of ‘the Carnegie Foundation, the rg 
éral Foundation of, Women’s Clubs, 
National Women’s ‘Relief Corps, the 
e of Women Voters and many 
groups’ that responded. enthusias- 
tical to the appeal for funds to finance 
uinquennial, made the holding of 
the convention in Washington possible, 
it was announced. 

Delegates from thirty-four countries 
representing 36,000,000 women -are ex- 
pected. The. convention is held once 
every five years and affords: common 
ground to discuss problems affecting the 
womanhood. of all nations.

Then he cries 
out‘on the folly of having American per- 
ticipation in Europeam affairs “ thrown 
“inte an eternal and futile debate in the 
“United States Senate.” ‘ Coming from a 
gentleman whose present ambition it is 
to preside over ‘the eternal and futile de- 
bates of the United States Senate, this 
can hardly be called tactful.

Rupyarp Kiptinc has a poem about a 
Pharaoh come to life and watching a 
‘block of residential flats under construc- 
tion near the Marble Arch: 

I tell this tale, which is strictly true, 

Just by way of ‘convincing -you 

How very little, since things were made, 

Things have altered in the building trade. 
Even more emphatic than the persist- 
‘ence of technological methods through the 
ages is, the persistence of trade customs 
for which there is really no survival rea- 
son. The latest reminder on the subject 
comes in the form of a volume, “ Seasonal 
Operations,.in the Construction Indus- 
tries” (McGraw-Hill -Company), em- 
bodying the findings of an investigation 
carried on as a sequel to the Washington 
Conference on Unemployment of three 
years ago. It will be recalled that one 
of the principal remedies against unem- 
ployment brought up for consideration at 
the conference was the more equitable 
distribution: of private building. opera- 
tions and public works which have come 
“to be regarded, for no good reason at all, 
‘as “ seasonal.” 

Building trade workers in the United 
States,.the investigation shows, are em- 
ployed less than three-quarters of ‘the 
year, and full employment lasts only 
from three to five months. What the 
effect must be on the national economy 
of such conditions in an industry amount- 
ing to more than five billion dollars an- 
nually ‘and employing millions of men 
is obvious. And yet the report begins’ 
<with the emphatic: statement that “ cus- 
“ tom, not climate, is mainly responsible 
“for séasonal idleness. in the construc- 
“ tion industries.” The builders’ art has 
advanced toa point where the effect of 
bad weather has been. greatly reduced.

A: SOLDIER TO. .CHURCHMEN, 

It‘is unusual for a soldier ‘to talk to 
churehmen’ abont national defense and 
prevention of war as-Major Gen. J, G. 
Harsorp did when he addressed‘ the In- 
stitute of International Relations from 


“the. Christian Point of View. at. Chau- 


tauqua last Thursday. Practical as he 
js, General Haksorp took:as his text a 
conception that. “giants -are stirring 
“ restlessly. in ‘their slumbers and may 
“be dreaniing dreams.” He had in mind 
an alliance between Japan, Russia and 
Germany, at a time not, very remote, for 
political’ aggrandizement. “ What could 
withstand,” he asked, “a union of white, 
“yellow and brown gathered from the 
“Rhine to the China Sea, and what is 
“there impossible,.or even unlikely, in 
“such an alliance?” He then asked: a 
question. It is perplexing thoughtful 
Americans, who share the General’s con- 
cern: “With all the Latin-American 
“ States in the League of Nations, can 

“we maintain the Monroe Doctrine with 
“these countries south of us carrying 
“their disputes before that political or- 
* ganization for settlement?” © It must be 
apparent that the difficulties of adher- 
ing to the policy of isolation are increas- 
ing. America against the rest of the 
world is not a tenable position to 
take up. 

In General Harsorn’s judgment it is 
irrational to preach disarmament 80 long 
as this country stands aloof from ‘the 
movement to prevent war by associating 
with other nations in the common cause 
of peace. Speaking of the use of the in- 
fluence of the Church against “ national 
defense by war,” he declared that “if 
“the extreme religious. pacifists were 
“really desirous of destroying our in- 
“dependence they could hardly advo- 
“cate a more effective plan.” He main- 
tained that in a time of competitive 
arming and confused: national policies 
“adequate American armaments would 
tend to quiet” strife. What the United 
Stateg demonstrated by its partitipation 
in the World War was that with its vast 
wealth in. money and in men able to take 
the field it was of all nations the most 
formidable. Therefore, if pacifists per- 
suaded America to discard its military 
organization and abandon preparedness 
as a policy, it would cease to-have any 
influence at all in the world’s affairs. 

If any.of General Harsorp’s hearers 
accused him of militaristic principles be- 
cause he urged preparedness ase duty 
not to be evaded, they must -have been 
confounded by, his advocacy of the Shot- 
well-American Draft Treaty of Disarma- 
ment and Security. He did not think 
that its adoptfon would bring in the 
millennium, but he: was very sure that 
it would go far toward preventing ag- 
gression by unprincipled nations. “ If,” 
said he; “the United States is honestly 
“ desirous of ending aggrestive wars and 
“of establishing an international state 
“of mind under which security can 
“exist, I consider that the opportunity 
“lies in this suggested ‘treaty.” ‘In an 
article in Tue‘ Times of Aug. 10 Davm 
Hunter Muier thus summed up. the 
purposes of the proposal: 

This: American draft does not ettenpt 

to solve all differences between countries; 

it leaves that solution. to arbitration 

agreements, to the Coveriant of the 

League and to any tribunals, mediatory 

or judicial in their nature, that the par- 

ties may be willing to accept: “What the 
plan attempts to do is to step in to stop 
war when these means of solution fail. 

It is significant when soldiers like 
General Tasker H. Buss and James G. 
Harporp give their whole-hearted sup- 
port to the Shotwell draft treaty.

Insecté and other 
pests seem unable jto attack the large 
specimens, arid eyen ‘fire more often than 
not leaves them unscathed, owing to the 
“thick bark and teugh nature of the wood: 
‘Lightning often does explosive: damage, 
but doés not necessarily kilb the whole 
tree. The greed of man, however, is in- 
satiable. Against this the only effective 
“protection is control by the State or na- 
tional forests. Travelers in the ’80s and 
"90s describe’the ruthless destruction. of 
these giant forests by lumberers, who 
used methods so wasteful that often two- 
thirds of a tree was unfit for use, Public’ 
opinion against further-destruction of 
‘wpemaining forests at first grew slowly, 
although it is now well organized and 
serious efforts are being made to pre- 
serve particularly fine stands as perma- 
nent parks... 

There are men in whose memory monu- 
ments aret most fittingly erected. The 
memory of others is best served by some 
expanding work. There are a few men 
to whose memory the outdoors is the most 
perfect tribute. JOHN BurrovucHs and 
JoHN Mutk were two buch men. Walden 
Pond-is the best monument to THOREAU, 
While the late\FRaNKLIN K. Lane was 
not such a disciple of nature as these 
three, his spirit, like theirs, belongs out- 
doors. To such-a-man a grove of red- 
‘woods is the most appropriate memorial. 
It preserves for others what he enjoyed 
best. 








‘OUR WINGED POPULATION. 


Are we making this country a better 
place for birds to live in? The bird 
census taken this Summer under the 
direction of the Biological Survey of the 
Department of Agriculture should. tell. 
The song birds have more friends and 
fewer ‘human enemies than.any other 
kind of wild animal life remaining 
amgng us. If an abundance of well- 
wi 
_ would flourish beyond compare. 
\ Many undoubtedly do well. . The’robin, 
who has adapted himself so happily to a 
man-made world that it becomes hard 
to imagine how he got along before the 
‘days of dooryards and. orchards, has 
shown up nobly in previous bird counts: 
A number of species ‘best adapted to life 
as it is are sure to reveal an: increase. 
But a census such as that of this year 
deals with so many kinds and with such 
a variety of regions that the results 
must not be expected to turn out uni- 
formly favorable. 
Fortunately, many of the conditions 


life, The cat, long suspected of playing 
the part of chief executioner among the 
more familiar birds, has been restrained. 
The wild carnivores that prey on birds 
haye become fewer. Trees and shrub- 
bery have sprung up in sections where 
formerly the prairie offered 5 tempta- 
tion to alight. But not all is favorable. 
Marshes have been drained and thickets 
cleared away where formerly -recluse 
species nested. Golf grounds have re- 
placed hundreds of farmyards. Old 
barns, whose eaves supplied building 
sites to the swallow, have fallen or have 
been replaced by structures less to his 
purpose.’ Reservoirs cover hundreds of 
square miles where years ago the land 
birds found trees and bushes. 

Some species profit by the changes, 
and some lose. <A series of bird cen- 
suses”° would be necessary to a sure 
knowledge of the gain and loss, It seems 
certain at least that the -reservation of 
areas of wild land for State and national 
parks and as sanctuaries for the game 
birds benefits the small. fowl that re- 
quire the kind of habitat thus provided. 
The sanctuaries are ‘useful not, merely

HUNTERS AND FISHERS. 
It'is good to know that worry about 
security and reparations, debts, taxes 
and the high cost of living hasn’t im- 
paired one of .the most healthful of 
French outdoor amusements.

‘The' air routes instituted by the State 
qomprise, ports, such. as those of Le 
Bourget and of Orly; sheds, landing 
places and frontier stations. ‘For the 
last named there has been organized @ 
special ‘custom house service, On the 
different landing fields scattered along 
the routes there have been erected per- 
manent installations for the accommo- 
dation. of’ ‘passengers, personnel and 
equipment of the companies, as well as 
for the personnel of the ports, sheds, 
landing fields and frontier stations. 

At, Le Bourget, which is the air port 
of Paris, France possesses an office 
building, including a waiting room. for 
passengers, a reading room, a post office 
substation, an exchange office, a restau- 
rant and a Custom House service. To 
make sure that the pilots possess all the 
physical-requisites for the safé conduct 
of the airplanes,.a special school for 
physiological studies has been created at 
Le- Bourget. 


Many Installations Made. 


If, with these different installations, 
one takes into account the administra- 
tive offices, sheds and workshops of the 
different companies and all. the - equip- 
ment required for ‘radio-telegraphy, 
radio-telephone and’ weather forecasts, 
and for landing by day and by night, 
one can understand to what extent the 
commercial aviation setvices have gone 
in the way of the organization of air 
routes to‘ insure the maximum of safety 
and ‘comfort to their patrons.

Was necessary. to-avert.another year of 
scarcity, “and fiope of which had been 
abandoned: by the trade hardly a) month 
ago, As it.stands; the department's fore-. 
cast of 12,956,000 bales is 605,000 above 
its own estimate of two wteks ago and 
1,052,000. above its mid-July estimate. 
In the: fong run, barring unexpected ac- 
cidents, this*means a further downward 
readjustmenti:of cotton prices and re- 
vival in the-textile trade, 

The one market of the day which 
moved to: decided “purpose. was also a 
commodity market Corn for December 
delivery .swept:down again in price, the 
day’s lowest figure being 4-cents a 
bushel under Friday’s closing and 16 
cents below Monday's high ‘price of the 
period. This ,heavy fall, which brought 
the market back to the level of two 
weeks ago, measures: the change in the 
grain trade's ideas of damage to. the 
crop sincé the much-needed rains fell 
this week in the corn belt. Wheat 
declined; we shall know just what 
Warrant there was for that, when we 
learn. officially. how much the. Spring 
wheat yield had been underestimated. 

Industrial shares were chiefly. affected 
by. the day's decline on the Stock Ex- 
change; but the downward movement 
was ‘small outside of a few highly 
speculative shares and the day’s 
changes as a whole were unimportant. 
Sterling advanced and then declined; 
it closed lower, and /so did francs. The 


; exchange market ‘is)not affected ‘by, pre- 


dictions made by économic “experts; 
otherwise the prophecy at the Willfams- 
‘town “Round Table,"* that the franc 
will never get back to par but will prob- 
ably. be ‘‘stabilized’’ between 4 cents 
and 5, might haye swayed the market. 
The courage of ‘economic prophets is 
scmetimes. more admirable than their 
prudence.

er careful consideration of the many 
factors that enter into successful- buy- 
ing, without regard to the pores 
activities of his competitors, the man 
who will have the least merchandise to 
mark down andthe fewest lost sales‘ to 
worry about. The lost sale is a thing 
to be-avoided by all legitimate means, 
yet many buyers dé not fully ize 
its seriousness. A l68t sale means lost 
good will. It means that antagoriism 
againt the store—not merely against the 
department’ whose goods have failed to 
please her—has .been created in. the 
mind of the customer. She is .resentful 
because the store -has taken: her time 
and #fforts to buy without ‘satisfying 
her, and. this resentment often finds an 
outiét in: some such expression as ‘T 
never go to Blank’s ay more. “Trey 
never have’ anything want.’ No*%, 
that she does nof say, for instance, 
do not go to Blank’s dress départmnt 
any more; but that she accuses % 
whole store of not having the right ning 
of merchandise. To receive that kind o 
word-of-mouth advertising is one of the 
worst things that can happen to a store. 

Sometimes the lost sale is due to in- 
competence or Tack of interest on the 
part of the salesperson, but usually the 
fault. Hes in some shortcoming of the 
merchandise. If a woman sees some- 
thing’ she has set out to buy, the most 
indifferent sales Person cannot prevent 
her from buying it, but: if. she wastes 
a lot-of time looking for something she 
does not find she is om to let her 
friends kriow about it. t beiceves the 
buyer, .therefore, to a every effort 
to provide what the average customer 
of his store wants, and this certainly 
cannot be done by following the lead 
of some peripecwor: 

‘One of the serious mistakes that the 
imitative type of buyer has made in re- 
cent years has been-to try to force an 
increase in his volume by ‘means of: the 
special sale.

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POLICING AMERICAN BUSINESS 


When Politics Sets Out to Take a’Hand in Economics

OES the average vusiness man really 
know. much about either his rights 
or his duties? In most cases, prob- 
ably, he does not, and for his ig- 
norance he may Dlead valid 

excuse. Were the average man of 
affairs to undertake to find out, in a 
general way, but still with something 
of precision, where he and his busi- 
ness stand before the law, and what 
the Government may do to him as 
well as what it undertakes to do for 
him, he would speedily become en- 
tangied in a maze of statutes, ju- 
dicial decisions and administrative 
rulings through which even a lawyer 
may be an uncertain guide; and be- 
fore he had extricated himself from 
the jungle the chances are many 
that his business might have per- 
ished from negiect and the Govern- 
ment policy itself have changed, 
~Professor Swenson has had the 
happy thought of preparing a kind 
of first-aid handbook for the busi- 
ness man who wants or needs help, 
and to that end has collected and 
arranged some hundreds of extracts 
from legal documeénts and treatises 
on Government or Administration, 
iltustrative of the many-sided rela- 
tions bétween business and the Fed- 
eral Government. What is said 
about the States has to do, in the 
main, only with State action as af- 
fecting the exercise of national au- 
thority, or as touching such private 
rights as the Constitution protects. 
‘The technical character of the 
many economic questions, involved 
in the governmental policies of regu- 
lation, the doubtful value and ef- 
fectiveness of many of the political 
policies pursued by the Government, 
and the miultitudinous legal rules 
and principles defining private and 
public rights under constitutiona) and 
statutory provisions,’’ are reasons 
cited by Professor Swenson for leay- 
ing The extracts, as far as possible, 
to speak for themselves, but he has 
nevertheless contrived, by judicious 
eéomment or summarization, to weave 
the selections together here and 
there into a semblance of readable — 
form. While, accordingly, the book 
has the form of a historical or legal 
source-book and is designed in part — 
for use as such, it is. also a weill- 
nigh indispensable handbook for the 
business man who is concerned about 
‘the growing encroachment of Gov- 
ernment upon the domain of busi- 
ness affairs, and for the student who 
is interested to observe what hap- 
pens when politics sets out to take 
a hand in 
If the generation “which saw the 
adoption of Federal Consti- 
tion could have had-even so much 
as a glimpse of the situation 
“which Professor Swenson’s book out- 
jines,. the criticism of the Constitu- 
tion as a menace to State and’ pri- 
vate rights would certainly have 
been intensified a hundred-fold. 
Nothing can be more certain than 
that, when .the Constitution -was 
- framed, no such enlargement of the 
activities of the National Government 
in the field of business as has taken 
place. so muchas dreamed of. 
With exception of interstate and 
foreign: commerce and a few other 
matters of less importance, it was 
generally assumed that governmental con- 
trol of business, to the extént that: control 
should prove necessary at ail; would be left 
to the States where the common law, for 
most practical purposes the only law that 
business knew; held full sway.

For it has come 
about—perhaps the passing of the 
saloon has had something to do with) 
it—that the average American family 
is more united in its hours of leisure 
than it ever was before. The broader 
and more stimulating contacts which 
it has gained through a wider loco- 
motive radius, the educational fea- 
tures that increasingly justify the 
existence of the screen, and the cos- 
mopolitan impetus to the mind 
vouchsafed by the radio, inevitably 
intensify the interest of the average 
American household in the enlighten- 
ment to be derived from books.

this statement I should not dare to 
make it. Having read with interest 
and admiration Lothrop Stoddard’s 
books dealing with the menace to 
our civilization from the rising tide 
of color and the revolt of our sur- 
viving cavemen, I have become su- 
persensitive to the clouds which 
come and go upon our racial hori- 
zons, It is true that through the 
reading of books mankind has not 


-hitherto been able to save itself from 


recurrent cataclysms. Even Stod- 
dard’s eloquent and well-reasoned 
warnings may not rescue the race 
from the grave perils to which he 
calls its attention. Nevertheless, the 
situation, so far, at least, as this 
country is concerned, would be in- 
finitely worse if our people were 
actually losing that regard for litera- 
ture which has come down to us 
from the fathers. I know, of course, 
that statistics are misleading, that 
figures can be juggled to prove al- 
most any given proposition, that this 
year’s great output of books in 
America may not be considered a 100 
per cent. blessing. Nevertheless, it 
seems to me that there is renewed 
hope for the future of our civilization 
in the indications, which a study of 
the situation brings to light, that we

Of the fourteen selections 
included in this volume ten are thor- 
oughly, and undeniably realistic; 
three, while following the. realistic 
method stanthly until the conctud- 
ing page, are relieved at the end by 
a touch of fantasy; and only one— 
one which, strictly speaking, cannot 
be regarded as a short story—is to 
be designated as actually romantic. 
Taken as a whole, the authors seem 
to be concerned with the life which 
they have actually beheld and expe- 
rienced rather than with that which 
they have only imagined; the crime 
of a much-abused_wife, the sordid 
tragedy of a bookkeeper, the philan- 
derings of a self-indulgent husband, 
are the subjects that appeal to’ them 
most _strongliy. No more than a 
whiff of the exotic penetrates the 
pages of the ook; the emphasis is 
on character rather than on setting, 
on originality of situation rather 
than of background; there is squalor 
of the familiar type, and pathos and 
domestic entanglements such as 
readers of recent fiction have come 
to expect; there is a fair display of 
technical ability, of insight and of 
interesting observation; but, perhaps 
due to the restraint of the realtistic 
convention, few of the fourteen au- 
thors have allowed. themselves to 
spread their wings, to sail forth 
boldly upon’ the wings of imagina- 
tion, to criticize life from the dis- 
tant vantage-point of the fantastic 
or the ideal, and sa_fo escape from 
this ‘‘sorry scheme of things’’ into

his book treats at length the regula- 
tion of such service by the common 
law and Federal statutes and the re- 
spective function of. legislative, ad- 
ministrative and judicial authority. 
The war-time operation of the rail- 
ways in this country, however, the 
conduct of which, from the nature of 
his illustrative extracts, he appears 
to approve, affords, as he is careful 
to point out, no criterion of the value 
of public ownership; and he does 
not hesitate to declare that the 
United States ‘is not ready for Gov- 
ernment ownership and operation of 
public utilities,’ and that if the hand 
of:Government is forced in the mat- 
ter: it will not be because of the agi- 
tation of radicals but because of ‘‘the 
avarice and business sloth of private 
monopolists.”’ 

The Federal regulation of com- 
merce occupies nearly a third of Pro- 
fessor Swenson's pages, much of the 
material; naturally, being of particu- 
lar interest to lawyers. One notes 
a frank criticiam of the Knight case, 
in-which manufacture was held not 
to be commerce, as ‘‘unfortunate’’ 
and as having ‘‘made im ble 
much wholesome legisiation by the 
Congress," and the decision of the 
Supreme Court setting aside the 
Child Labor law in 1917 as unconsti- 
tutional, on the ground that although 
“the negotiation of sales of goods 
for subsequent shipment in interstate 
commerce is commerce * * * the 
. manufacture of the goods. to fill the 

orders so negotiated is not com- 
merce,’” is properly characterized as 
“difficult for the lay mind to  fol- 
low.” 

Whether or not the Federal Gov- 
ernment possessed the police power 
was long a matter of dispute, and as 
late as 1920 the Supreme Court, in 
the United Shde Machinery Company 
case, contented itself with declaring 
that the grant of power to regulate 
interstate commerce and to issue 
patents conferred upon the United 
States ‘‘what is akin to the police 
power of the §States."" Professor 
Swenson; however, cites no less than 
twenty-seven. acts or classes of acts, 
relating to such sub‘ects as safety 
appliances, pure food and drugs, 
plant quarantine, white _ slavery, 
boirer inspection, &c., wifich are ‘‘in 
their nature and intent essentially 
police regulations,’” and before all 
of which, apparently, conflicting 
State regulations must give way. 
The whole question of the constitu- 
tionality of the Adamson eight-hour 
law for railway employes involved 
the right of fhe Federal Government 
to exercise the police power by fixing 
hours of labor, and although the-act 
was upheld by a five to four decision 
of the Supreme Court, as so many 
recent acts have been, the establish- 
ment of an eight-hour standard must 
be regarded; for the time being at 
least, as ‘‘indisputably within the 
constitutional authority of Con- 
gress.’ 

Not even the wisdom of the Su- 
preme Court, however, has proved 
impeccable. The doctrine of - the 
Dartmouth College case, for ex- 
ample, although never directly over- 
ruled by the court, has long been 
£9- openly condemned by both legal 
and judicial authorities as to have 
lost most of its value as a precedent. 
With one eminent writer pointing 
out that the decision “‘was followed 
by an orgy of politica) corruption 
and profligacy probably unparalleled 
in the history of our race,’’ and an- 
other declaring that under the pro- 
tection of the decision ‘“‘the most, 
enormous and threatening powers in 
our country have been created,’’ the 
legal acumen for’ which Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall has been deluged with 
praise must be regarded as appreci- 
ably thinned. Dissent equally pro-

The London Opera Season 





ONDOQN during the past season, which course of Strauss, 

[jeneee July 1, had its fill of. opera. 

Covent Garden gave its patrons 
German .and Italian opera, the British 
National Opera Company at His. Maj- 
esty’s Theatre and the Carl Rosa com- 
pany at the Scala offered. Londoners 
opera in English, the Gilbert and Sul- 
livan operas experienced a revival at 
ther Prince’s Theatre.: Strauss's one-act 
opera ‘Salome,’’ first given in England 
by Sir Thomas. Beecham .in:.1910 and 
last given in 1913, was brought back to 
the stage of Covent Garden. The Lon- 
don Times said: *‘It was a fine perform- 
ance. Mme, Goéta Ljungberg, at one 
and the same time a singer, act®ess and 
dancer,.; had ‘been secured: to portray 
Salome. 

“The trouble with Strauss is that he 
leaves so much to the impression of pér- 
verse sensuality to be achieved by-~- the 
actress. (His music ‘itself constantly 
Seems to stray away from the character. 
Salome, passionately appealing to the 
live prophet and gloating over the dead 
one, breaks out into long phrases of 
song which one associates with a very 
different type of emotion. The sinister 
atmosphere so skillfully suggested in the 
opening phrases of the opéra is not long 
sustained. Strauss seems to be always 
forgetting to be eerie, and unpleasant 
and dropping back: .into-a more natural 
mood, His way of settling his orchestra 
onto a@ comfortable chord of the six- 
four at. the climax .of some pungent: 
piece of polyphony assures the ear that 
in spite of all that used tobe sald: he 
is a highly respectable supporter\of con- 
véntional musical processes. .And\then 
the tunes, both the platitudinous ones 
which surround the denunciations of the 
prophet and the scraps of waltz riiythm 
(anticipations they seem of ‘Rosen 
Kavalier’) which flutter pe Salome 
and her dance, become. absurd in con- 
nection with the theme of Wilde’s play.

As stated above, the law provides that 
the electoral votes He officially counted 
at a joint session ofboth houses of 
/ Congress on Feb. 11, 1925, and if no can- 
didate for the Presidency receives a ma- 
jority of the votes of. tlie’ Electoral Col- 
lege it is automatically the duty of the 
House of Representatives, ‘‘immediate- 
ly,” says the Constitution, to proceed 
to the election of a President; and in 
that case the choice of the House (the 
present House, not that elected next No- 
vember) ‘would be limited to the three 
candidates wha would have had eléctoral 


votes, namely, Mr. Coolidge, Mr. Davis 


and Mr. La Follette. 

The constitutional provision requires‘in 
such a case that the votes in the House 
shall be ‘“‘taken by States, the repres2n- 
tation from each State having one vote,’’ 
and that ‘‘a majority of all the States 
shall be necessary to a choice.’’ In 








other words, there would be forty-cight 


votes In the House and twenty-five votes 
would.be necessary to choose a Pres- 
ident. 

It is admitted by everybody that under 
such circumstances.a majority (or raore) 
of the delegation of any particular State 
Yay cast the entire one vote which that 
State has. For-example, if a State del- 
egation consists of. eight members of 

© House, and five of these members 
are for Mr. Coolidge, these five can cast 
the whole vote of that State—that is, 
one vote—for Mr. Coolidge, 

It ts recognized that there are at this 
time five State delegations which ‘are 
politically divided evenly between . the 
Republican and: Democratic. Parties. For 
example, the State delegation of New 
Jersey consist of twelve Representatives, 
of. whom’ six are Republicans and six 
Democrats. 

Various writers have recently made 
the suggestion that there is a possibility 





in such a case of the one vote of the 
State being divided; ‘so-that the’ State, 
for example, might cast*half a vote for 
Mr. Coolidge and half a vote for Mr: 
Davis. 

Any such suggestion,. however, is 
wholly mistaken. It leads’ to absurd 
and ridiculous results. It is negativéd 
by controlling precedents and it: flies in 
the face of the very language of’ the 
Constitution itself. - : 

Under ‘the language of the Constitt- 
tion there can be no possible doubt that 
a State can vote only as a whole Staté— 
that is, as\a- unit—arnd thereforeit must 
either cast one Vote for a particular 
candidate or cast*a blank vote’ or not 
vote at all, It is‘ unnecessary to réview 
all the language of the Twelfth Amend- 
ment in this connection, but take as an 
example: ‘‘A majority of all the States 
shall be necessary to a cholee.’’ It is 
.too clear for anyament that these words 


mean not only twenty-five ‘votes out of 
: forty-eight votes, but twenty-fiye States

An Aid to Fifst Offenders. 


In a year or two, when the fingerprint 
division has accumulated the records-_of 
every known criminal in the country, 
an.innocent ‘prisoner will find it ‘easy to 
clear himself of the charge of being a 
professional. This is often very im=- 
portant when men who have been con- 
victed* and sent to prison corhe up for 
parole. If no previous convictions are 
recorded against them they stand a far 
better chance of receiving an-.opportu- 
nity to redeem themselves. 


A, burgtar surprised. by St. . Louis 
policemen shot one. of them’ dead and 
was himself killed by. a' second officer.

Weare sure that no 
two fingerprints in the whole history of 
the human race have ever been exactly 
alike. We can go even further than that 
and say that no two pores on any per- 
son’s finger are absolutely alike, and 
that there have never been two identical 
Rores since the human race was started."’

In the morning’s\mail of the finger- 
print division there m&y be several hun- 
dred prints and numerous requests for 
immediate idenfification, These are 
Swiftly run. thnough, and each one is 
lettered’ and numbered to indicate its 
classification. The fingerprint worker. 
can then take these numbers and find 
the corresponding record inthe fijes (if 
it is there) as easily as a postman finds 
@ street number or a librarian locates a 
book on the shelf. So es‘ the whole 
process doesn't take more than two or 
three minutes. The. nameg are never 
considered ‘until the fingerprint identifi- 
cation has been completed. 


At present the fingerprint division has 
in its records copies of about one out of 
three of the prints submitted to it for 
identification, This means that in that 
many cases the suspected than has a po- 
lice record, and that his fingerprints 
have previously been taken and for- 
warded to Washington. Before long the 
files will be “a complete criminal direc-

“The adroit. professional criminal is 
nearly always international nowadays,’’ 
an official explained. ‘When things get 
too hot for him-in one country ‘he goes 
to another. He plans ¢rimea abroad 
while he is living here, or he Gomes here 
to pull off a big job and then’ flees 
abroad, if he ¢an, before the police pick 
up hia trail; “By the new system his 
chances ‘of. ultimately’ escaping punish- 
ment will. be greatly reduced. 

‘—In fact, we look forward, . as -the 
science of. fingerprinting and identifica- 
tion is brought Into use, to putting the 
professional criminal pretty ‘nearly out 
of business. We can trace and identify 
him, not only when he is arrested and 


fingerprinted by the police, but when-’ 


ever he is careless enough to touch fur- 
niture, -. windowpanes, papers and so 
forth, with his naked fingers: 

“The first and most striking use of 
fingerprints in a criminal case in this 
country was made by. Captain Michael 
Evans of CHicago, the American: pioneer 
in this work, some years ago. A man 
had committed a@ murder and in escap- 
ing had left the-print of his hand ona

$75, arid this includes all attendant care. 
Laboratory charges and all other spe- 
cial fees such as for X-ray work are 
proportionately moderaté. 

It is true that. the charges ate low, 
but. so far as the layman cap observe 
it ig not true that the ‘“‘fine intimate 
personal touch’’ between the patient and 
surgeon has been lost, or that the hospi- 
tal methods in any way suggest a ga- 
rage or even a factory system. The 
contrary is the case. 

What Henry Ford has done in Detroit 
is exactly comparable to what the 
United States Government does for the 
men in the army and the navy. The 
Government builds and equips a hospital 
for the care of men in the navy and, to 
that hospital are sent commissioned sur- 
geons- and physicians, They givé the 
best care of which-they are capable re- 
gardiess: of fees because there are no 
fees. The Ford physicians and surgéons 
are in a similar relationship .to- the 
hospital, the only difference being that 
thelr “salaries are more adequate than 
thosé paid by the Governmént. They 
afe sufficiently large .to attract well- 

d-men away from private practice 

fromm other institutional service, 
the Ford building. resembles many 
other well-considered hospitals. It is. 
notably attractive inside, and the lobby 
is more suggestive of a, family hotel 
than of a place for the sick, The fa- 


es 


miliar hospital odors have been avoided, 
and the patient finds his room with not 
more ado than is necessary in finding 
lodgings at a modern hostelry.. In fact 
“the every room with a bath,”’ the daily 
free distribution of newspapers, the 
minor services extended every patient 
recall the attractions ‘offered by up-to- 
Gate innkeepers. Superfcially the hos- 
pital thus resembles a hotel and not a 


The attitude toward patients is ex- 
actly that of any well-equipped institu- 
tion run by medical men trained if 
scientific methods. This is apparent 
from the procedure followed and from 
the voluntary testimony of former 
patients of the hospital. 


Cooperative Diagnoses. 


The person who enters the hospital for 
an.éxamination is submitted to a very 
rigid scrutiny. Thé cooperative method 
of diagnosis is used; and men trained at 
Johns: Hopkins, the University of Micht- 
gan, the University of Chicago and at 
Harvard are in charge of the various 
departments. The Johns~Hopkins men 
predominate, possibly because the orig- 


| inal chiefs were affiliated with the uni-} 
‘yerstty &t Baltimore. The Ford Hos- 


pital did notwinvent the method of co- 
operative diagnosis; Dr. Richard Cabot 
of Boston was oneé ofits first exponents. 
The Mayo- brothers’ of Rochester, Minn, 


have long: been eminent exponents of. the 
practice, 

The Detroit manufacturer merely pro- 
vided the facilities and assembled a 
large staff.@f young men competent and 
eager to work in this scientific fashion. 
The result is that.a number of people in 
Detroit have acquired.the habit of going 
to the Ford Hospital for’periodic health 
surveys. The charge for this. may be 
$10 or more, depending on how much 
Work is necessary. -The procedure-is ex- 
acting and a_real effort is made to ap- 
proach the Chinese ideal of paying doc- 
tors to keep their patients well rather 
than to héal those who are sick, 

The physical arrangements have been 
well. déevised,- It is related that whe 
the plans were. being discussed Henry. 
Ford asked what size rooms were desir: 
able. The physician queried had no 
idéal in mind and so he replied: ‘‘The 


rooms at. ‘the Hopkins Hospital . have 


these dimensions. The Harvard men 
have adopted the following proportions. 
In. New York this size is used’ * * * 

Henry Ford interrupted with: 

‘TY don’t care what somebody else is 
doing... What is the right size? How 
much space §0 you need?’ 

‘The medical man ‘was compelled to ad- 
mit that he ‘did ‘not know the precise 
length, width and height of an ideal 
hospital room and so the. automobile 
man said: ‘All right, I will send you 


a couple of carpenters and. some lum- 
ber. Let them build one room after 
another until you get the right size and 
we will make that the hospital unit.’’ 

As a result of this experimentation, 
which was essentially scientific in its 
approach, the rooms in: the Ford Hos- 
pital are sixteen by ten feet. That is 
the space found to be desirable after the 
carpenters had bullt a number of model 
rooms and furniture“had been placed in 
each ‘of them. The same attitude was 
shown: in fitirnishing the hospital. Most 
medical and ‘surgical equipment is, of 
course, technical material on Which only 
the- experts can pass judgment, but the 
spirit of the institution has been 
favorable. to. change. and _improyements 
wherever ._ possible. 

Improvements in Beds. 

‘The beds are thus fitted on large cas- 
ters which differ from those in, common 
uses by the fact that they are set back 
under the beds. ‘The explanation of this 
begins ‘with’ a time when Edsel, Ford 
was a patient in the ‘hospital.--He ob- 


‘| served that doctors, nurses and attend- 


ants sometimes stumbled over the pro- 
jective wheel casters... An order -went 
forth and the entire equipment of the 
hospital was changed so that» no pa- 
tient need be annoyed by having -some- 
one. involuntarily kick his bed or fall 
over it.

Nowhere is the life of today more 
ghaped and influenced by, the history of 
‘ the far distant past. Before Icelandic 
w#hildren can read thay have heard the 
old sagas recited in the common room of 
the farmhouse in the long, dark’ days 
of Winter. The Althing is the oldést 
free parliament in the world, having sat 
\for. almost a thousand years. Modern 
Icelandic literature and art draw their 
tmaterials and inspiration from the past— 
a rich-colored. background, lending 


* pomething splendid and héroic to the 


; 


commonplace economic and, political ac- 


‘tivities of today. Thais past seems a driv- 


ing force behind the nation and it is now 
shaping and defining the future. 

I¢éelandérs never forget that once, in 
the proud days of the Vikings and the 
gagas,. their country was. a strong and 
independent natiofi, second to none in the 
Scandinavian group. In that timé of its 
glory no northern court was compléte 
without its Icelandic’ skald, and Ice- 
landers were among the leaders in all 
the. more daring Viking raids. It was 
Icelanders, too, who carried out the 
gpectacular feat of the discovery and 
temporary settlement of the American 
continent. 

After this there followed for Iceland 
eenturies of insignificance, her Dark 
Ages, during which, first under Norway 
and later under Denmark, it was content 
to sleep, and rouséd to consciousness 
only to suffer, when great parts of her 
population, were destroyed } by volcanic 

tions, plagues and pirate raids. The 
middie of ‘the last century marked the 
Send’ of her torpor. An active struggle 
with Denmark for home rule bégan. 


With Anti-Danish Feeling Gone. 


This movement has now. efided In 
complete success. Not even the na- 
tional pride of the Icelandér could take 
exception to her present status under 
the Constitution granted in 1918 It 
wtands as the equal of Denmark, shar- 
ing only a consular and diplomatic ser- 
vice; and a King, henceforth known as 
the ‘‘King of Denmark. and Iceland,’ 
The ungrudging gift of this Constitu- 
tion, the fast of a series of concessions, 
‘peems to hate finally established friend- 
ly and ‘cooperative relations between 
the two countries. It has done much toe 


“swipe out the feeling of bitterness 
““egainst all Dahes, which had poisoned 


Iceland’s life since the more merciless 
@ays of Denmark’s rule. 

**Yes, thére always used to be a great 
Géeal\of bad feeling,’ the people say, 
*but. 1918 changed all that. We know 
“they have done all .they can now.” 

The old sentiment lingers only in such 
@ccasionally heard phrases as “‘really a 
fine felléW, although he is a Dane,” 
uttered apparently from habit rather 
than conviction. Whether in 1940, the 
date on which the 1918 Constitution will 
be automatically reconsidered, there 
‘mill be any’ strong desire for complete 
independence ‘is a question about which 
opinion in Iceland differs.. But it fs a 
question of only academic interest.

on the fiords of the north, and on sheep 
and dafry products, from the lonely 
farms that huddle in the few ardble 
spots. among the mountains, glaciers, 
lava, fields and. deserts of the interior. 
The efforts of the Government are now 
focused on developing these industries. 

The main desire of the fishermen and 
fish -merchants, and of the other 
merchants of the country—a.term which 
includés the éxporters and the: import- 
efs, the wholesale and thé retail deal- 
ers, who form the strong and Influential 
monéyed class—is to find new markets 
for fish. Spain continues to be their 
bést customer, but they wish to expand 
the trade. A regresentative of the Gov- 
ernment has just returned from investi- 
gating South American péssibilities. His 
report isnot favorable for the present, 
but it. is hoped that trade there may 
open. iater. 

The fishing industry, incidentally, is 
aed without its internal troubles. Many 
of the trawlers are owned by Reykjavik 
‘capitalists. ‘‘Bolsheviki,'’ we were told 
frequently Oppose necessary cuts in 
wages, and several rather lively strikes 
‘have taken place. But they have all 





will enable the country to support far 
larger herds. The next Althing will also 
consider the question of a railroad, the 
first in Iceland. Today the only means 
of transportation outside the immediate 
vicinity of the largest towns, whére 
motor roads are kept up, is the sturdy 
little Iceland pony. The farmer in his 
Ollskins jogs into town, often. a four or 
five dhys' journey, driving. before him 
@ Jong string. of pack ponies almost 
buried unde? produce, and returns with 
a load of the nécessities of life.’

The ‘‘merchants’’ of Iceland and the 
Cooperative, representing the farmers, 
are the two most important forces in 
the country, not only économically but 
politically. Their interests are opposed, 
and the election which took place last 
October furnished a trial of their 


strength. The immediate issue was the; 


continuance of a Governmert tobacco 
and oil monopoly, opposed bysthe mer- 


chants and supported by the main

Number of This Class of Bulidings 
on the Increase, 


A recent survey prepared by the Port- 
land Cement Association from thé rec- 
ords of the Los Angelés Building De- 
partment disclosed a total of thirty-four 
tall reinforced concreté structural frame 
buildings in that city; ranging in height 
from ten to fourteen stories. 

It is significant, however, that while 
the first of these thirty-four buildings 
was built in 1911, no less than thirteen 
of them were started in 1923. Of the 
1923 buildings, five are thirtééen stories 
high, six are twelve storiés and two are 
eleven storiés. 

The record shows also that atnos 1905 
242 reinforced ‘conorete buildings have 
been erectéd or started in Los Angeles 
up to Jan. 1, 1924, — 

In this number are included buildings 
of all sorts, but all classified as Clasa 
A constfuction. The number started 
during 1923 alone was sixty-five, so that 
the ratio bétwéen 1923. construction and 
all previous constructién is about the 
Same forall classés of reinforced con- 
eréte buildings as for the very tall 
structure. 

Constructian is proceeding at a gooil 
pace throughout 1924, so that by the 
énd of this year the nuniber of tall re- 
inforced concrete buildings actually built 
and under construction will be consider- 
ably incréased..

NEW SALES PEOPLE COSTLY 


théxperieniad: inataven Lose From 
$50 to $200 a Year. 


New salespeople ‘in retail stores cost 
their employers from $50 to $200 loss, ac- 
cording to an estimate made by the Bu- 
jreau of Business Research of the Uni- 
versity of Hlinois. The bureau has just | 
recently issued a bulletin on inefficien- | 
cies and hidden losses in retail store 
management, and the item. of new em- 


plo res is consigered the greatest source 
of The pamphiet is called “Meth- 
ods “Of “Training Employes of Stores of 
Moderate Size.’ 

Research developed that while the in- 
dividual loss in many instances might 
be small, the aggregate during the year 
was an apprec a item affecting the 
profit and loss balance. Losses were 
found to: be due to carelessness of em- 
ployes in wasting supption or to errors 
such as mistakes in charge checks, mis- 
takes in delivery, overmeasurement of 
goods, extravagant. sample eas &c. 

To overcome these lea 
ness the wamphiet advocates a system 
of employe training which shall be of 
mutual benefit to both employer and 
employe. A summary of the study says: 

‘“‘Experience and investigation show 
that employe training has actually re- 
sulted in substantial reduction’ in. the 
cost of store management, and several 
methods have been found which are sat- 
isfactory when used by the small retail 
department store. Such educational 
work, moreover, helps to Keep alive an 
enthusiasm for the store, to tide over 
dull seasons and to lend encouragement 
where it will stimulate effort. It also 
helps to reduce laber turnover and to 
promote cooperation, good-will and effi- 
ciency generally. After all, the human 
fectors in salesmanship and employment 
relations’ are the all-important cle- 
ments. A loyal, contented sales force, 
equi d with a knowledge of the mer- 
Ahandise and an earnest desire to offer 
interested personal service to the shop- 
peéer,-makes a store which people like to 
visit and a store of which the proprietor 
may be justly proud.’’ 


WHEAT POOL AIDS FARMERS. 


Average of $1.02 a Bushel Received 
in Alberta, Reports Show. 


Farmers of Alberta who marketed 
their Wheat through ‘the provincial wheat 
pool last year, recelved an average price 











of $1.02 per bushel-on No. 1 Northern, 
compared with 99.8 cents a’ bushel 
realized by farmers who seld_ theh 


wheat through brokers, according to an 
official report from Edmonion., 

‘Wheat pool farmers,’’ says. the ré- 
port, ‘‘made an average profit of 2% 
cents a, bushel more than .other pro- 
ducers in the province. ‘The cost’ of 
handling and marketing amounted —to 


less than one-half cent a bushel... The 
pool handled a _ total of 38,000,000 
bushels, or 25 per cent. of the entire 


1923 Alberta.-wheat crap. 

‘The. success .of the Alberta. wheat 
pool is an important step in the-solytion 
of the wheat farmers” niarketing prob- 
lem, both im Canada and the. Unitéd 
States. ‘The recotd .of the pool on its 
last year’s operations is more remark- 
able whén it is considered that it was 
not organized until late In the season 
and... consequently could not handle a 
very large portion of the output.”’
